Proposition by Residents of Falmouth for a Harbor. 


We, the undersigned, believing that the interests of the 
Town of Falmouth would be greatly benefitted by the posses- 
sion of a good harbor for boats, and in particular a harbor where 
vessels could unload, if desired, earnestly request the attention 
of the voters to the following proposition : 

By connecting Salt Pond with the waters of the Sound, by 
a cut sixty feet in width at the bottom and one hundred feet on 
the surface, and eight feet deep at mean low water, a harbor 
can be made with an area of about twenty-five acres, and a 
depth at mean low water of eight feet and over. The plan 
annexed shows how this cut would be made. The estimated 
cost of making this cut, and properly protecting the same, is 
about twelve thousand dollars, and it is believed that this 
amount can be raised by private subscription if the town will 
co-operate with the parties interested. 

The plan proposed is,— 

1. To obtain from the legislature a charter for a company, 
to be known as the Falmouth Harbor Company, with a capital 
stock of $15,000, divided into shares of $25 each, and a grant 
of such powers as may be necessary to enable the company to 
construct the harbor. 

2. This harbor shall be open and free for use by all, and 
Under, CONE of (the, Pownia Weve Secu dae so long as 
FORE oa s\uian vt el the town appropriates sufficient money 
each year to repair and improve it, and it is proposed to obtain 
from the legislature authority for the town to appropriate money 
for this purpose.
